A University lecture on "Sonn- 
Economic Problems of the War" to 
be given by Dr, Michael A. Hcil- 
perin, Polish-born economic author- 
ity and writer, has been scheduled 
for next Tuesday evening, October 
31. in Moyse Hall. 

Born in Warsaw in 1909, Dr, 
Heilperin was graduated from the 
University of Geneva and subse- 
quently did post-graduate research 
in London and at Cambridge. A Fel- 
low of the Rockefeller Foundation 
from 1933 to 1935, he has since 1932 
been Lecturer in Economics at the 
Univcrs-ity of Geneva. Dr. Heilperin 
■.'.as formerly assistant professor of 
I International Economics al the 
Graduate Institute of International 
Studies in Geneva. During tho past 
spring semester he was a visitini; 
lecturer at the University of Cali- 
fornia and in the summer was pro- 
fessor at the Academy of Interna- 
tional Law at the Hague, Prior tu 
reluming to this conlincnl Dr, Heil- 
perin was adviser to the Interna- 
tional Studies Conference in 
Bcîgen, Norway.

The Toronto R.ib'oi d'^'.ir.tii educa- 
tion ax consisting In the continual 
adjusting and readjusting of our 
minds to whatever facts truth might 
place before us, while propaganda 
would influence us towards pre- 
determined ends. Much that pajsed 
for education throughout the ages 
was in reality sheer propaganda 
continued Rabbi Elsendrath, illus- 
trating his sUtement with several 
historical and biblical Incidents 
which would prove its trut'n. Tnt-n 
the new day dawned; enlighten- 
ment spread across the earth, and 
men believed that at last the search 
for truth might begin in earnest 
Even some of our immediate for- 
bears of the last century were con- 
vinced that through education 
Utopia would be ushered In. But 
the optimism was short-lived. A 
new dark 'age has descended upon 
the earth, and education or.ce more 
is being perverted and prostituted 
to the nefarious ends of propa- 
ganda. Again Rabbi Eisendrath 
illustrated his remarks by extracts 
from various current literary works 
of both religious and political im- 
port. 

Examines Western World 

The speaker next turned his at- 
tention to an e.xair.ir.ation of our 
western world, which is not as free 
from the \vorki.".gs of propaganda 
as many seem to believe, and which 
is prone to pass on that which h3.< 
been accepted by our fathers, 
rather than to educe new insights. 
Oi:r txtui'atioi'.al system of today is 
InoakMis d^nvn to the extent that 
our (.ioii!!U'> and students do not 
e.NcroLse enough freedont to think 
for themselves. Are we raising up 
a Charlie McCarthy generation of 
robots?
